The old settlers’ 
association bears no responsibility 
whatever in the management of Joe 
Wheeler park, its equipment or any­ 
thing that has to do with the business 
conduct of the annual summer reun­ 
ions, and is not, therefore, to be in­ 
volved in any criticisms which any­ 
one may see fit to direct at the busi­ 
ness policy which has been pu?‘sued 
in the management of all these past 
events. 
The old settlers association 
renders its program in connection 
with the old soldiers’ occasions only 
by the good graces of the latter or­ 
ganization and is amenable to criti­ 
cism or praise only upon the intrin­ 
sic quality of the program rendered. 
I wish, however, to arise to a futher 
defense of the character and merit of 
the old settlers’ occasions as they 
have been carried out. 
With the ex­ 
ception of the last reunion we have 
not approached old settlers’ day with 
out having made careful preparation 
for the entertainment of the people 
within our full limitations. 
In defer­ 
ence to the last occasion it may be 
said that the equivalent of thought 
and energy devoted to past reunion 
programs was expended upon this, 
but on tile last occasion we encoun­ 
tered difficulties wholly insurmount­ 
able. 
We held promises of the at 
tendance of some of the foremost and 
most interesting public citizens of the 
day who on tile promised day were 
conspicuously absent.

All future reunion committees must 
conjure with the following fact, that 
is the growing tendency of prominent 
and prosperous Texas publicans to 
leave the state for cooler climes at 
the approach of hot weather. 
At the 
time of the last reunion, just when 


the reunion committee was anxiously 
pacing the grounds, awaiting the ar­ 
rival of its scheduled speakers, in­ 
formation came in a devious way 
that said speakers had treked to the 
north and were at that moment bask­ 
ing in the cool breezes that sweep 
I across the bosom of Lake Michigan 
Ibis is a summer migration against 
which a local picnic committee might 
protest in vain, and tile only seeming 
practicable way out of the difficulty 
is to sprout our own orators for home 
consumption. 
What future policy should be pur­ 
sued in regard to the Wise county re 
nions is really a serious problem in 
the minds of a whole lot of people, 
naturally so because 
these events 
have largely become interwoven with 
the basic life of the county, furnish­ 
ing as they do the one brief spell of 
refreshment and rest that fall to the 
hard worked lots of many people. 
Any speculations on the future of 
these occasions must first take into 
consideration the developing minds 
of the people and the relations thev 
and the country have borne to his­ 
torical occasions of the kind.

The people are no 
longer appeased or satisfied with the 
bran dances or horse races of the old 
barbecue nor with the mere social 
divertisement of the latter day reun­ 
ion. Their developing minds have 
opened to the need of something else 
and the great annual Wise county re­ 
unions maintain their "prestige and 
their high general estimation. 
Of

troduced into the conduct of these af­ 
fairs, and those ideas must be en­ 
grafted from progressive regions Of 
j this country, where the people are 
I older in civilization and where the 
social needs of the time have come 
into better recognition.

The

great musicians, great lecturers and 
great entertainers, who will arouse, 
instruct and stimulate their faculties 
to the point of absolving them from 
their strife-driven and work-day con­ 
sciences and wholly and thorough!v 
refresh and rest them. 
It is commendable of the citizenship 
of this county that the above is true. 
It is an admission of the fact that 
education here has made progress 
and that the people are progressively 
demanding higher, 
more elevating 
and more instructive forms of enter­ 
tainment, and that they will refuse 
their patronage to any institution 
that fails in such provision.

Edward F. Croker, New 


York's Fire Chief. 


fisherman on the Newfoundland fish­ 
ing banks. Finally he got to be owner 
and captain and gained not a little 
notoriety by operating the boat Three 
Friends in aid of the Cuban revolu­ 
tionists.

Vnrtbermore, they say that Croker is 
the invent^* of the water curtain, a 
JHeylee which consists in the creation 
Of a miniature Niagara between the 
fire 
and

by 
throwing tremendous quantities of wa­ 
fer into the air to fall again between 
the blazing structure and its neigh­ 
bors; of the fire helmet, which per­ 
mits firemen to enter the worst smoke 
filled places with immunity, and of 
the searchlight, which has been so 
Useful in many of the worst night 
fires.

raised—Chief Croker bas never been 
accused of asking a man under bim 
to go where he would not go himself, 
and they recall that in many instances 
It was the chief himself who led 
rescue parties into perfect volcanoes 
bf fire. 


Feeding Dairy Cows. 
At the Ohio experiment station tests 
have been made in feeding dairy cows 
on dry rations and on silage. The re­ 
sults of these tests, according to a 
bulletin issued by that institution, 
show that the average amount of wa­ 
ter consumed by silage fed cows per 
day was 93.9 pounds, while that con­ 
sumed by grain fed cows was only 
69 pounds. Cows fed on the silage ra­ 
tion produced on an 
average 96.7 
pounds of milk and 5.8 pounds of but 
ter fat for every IOO pounds of dry 
matter consumed, while cows fed the 
prain rations only averaged 81.3 pounds 
of milk and 3.9 pounds of butter fat 
for every IOO pounds of dry matter 
consumed. 
The cost of feed per IOO pounds of 
milk was 68 cents with the silage ra­ 
tion and $1.05 with the grain ration. 
The cost of feed per pound of butter 
fat was 13.1 cents with the silage ra­ 
tion and 22.1 cents with the grain ra­ 
tion. 
The average profit over cost of 
feed per silage fed cows was $5.86 per 
month and for grain fed cows $2.46.

Length For Cutting Silage. 
It is comparatively immaterial just 
what length is adopted for cutting 
corn inro the silo. 
Anywhere from 
one-half to one and one-quarter inches 
will answer every purpose, so far as 
the animals eating it is Concerned, un 
less it be the very youngest of calves 
or other young stock. The shorter it is 
cut the closer per harm it will pack. but 
our experience shows that net enough 
Is gained in this way to compensatt 
f >r the extra power and time required 
for cutting t so fine.—Hoard's Dairy­ 
man. 


T h e S ilo In K ansas. 
Perhaps there never w-as a time 
when the interest in the silo was so 
great as it now is in Kansas. This in­ 
terest does not come entirely to dairy 
farmers, nor is it confined to the east­ 
ern part of the state. Dairy farmers 
have demonstrated its value for their 
use, and this has been so great in giv­ 
ing their stock a nutritious and succu­ 
lent feed in the winter as well as in 
the dry months as well as in enabling 
them to save the entire corn crop in­ 
stead of wasting about 40 per cent of 
its value, as is commonly done when 
the ears only are gathered, that other 
farmers who have stock are watching 
the silo. In rough or sandy portions of 
the state, where there is pasture with 
but little plow land, the silo is a boon. 
In the drier sections, where the corn 
is Dot always a sure crop, it is of high 
value, while iD saving the first crop of 
alfalfa it will soon pay for itself. Corn 
silage with alfalfa hay is very nearly 
an ideal ration and will make beef as 
well as milk.—Kansas Farmer. 


Fox and Geese.

H o g Notes. 
Tbe young pigs should be out on tbe 
pasture as soon as possible. 
Scattering oats on the ground for the 
little fellows to pick up is a good way 
to encourage them to quick exercise. 
Roots and oilmeal should have a 
place in tbe brood sow’s ration 
Full aged sows produce better litters 
and are more quiet at farrowing time 
than those that are immature. 
A good brood sow is always worth 
much more than the market price of 
pork. 
Do not fail to keep the pens and 
troughs and barrels from which the 
pigs are fed clean. 
Cleanliness of quarters is the first 
step in keeping disease away from tbe 
hogs. 


HANDLING THE 


GROWING COLTS.
